No one ever think> of Indiana as 
an oil-producing state, yet produc­ 
tion is 
on the increase, due to new 
wells being constantly added. Il 
is 
not uncommon to have a minatuie 
oil boom in an Indiana community 
these days, and in many places the 
hope persists that some day oil will 
be found. 
Only recently a Cincinnati cloth­ 
ing manufacturer became interested 
in an Indiana oil well drilling ven­ 
ture and expects to invest a 
good 
sum in a search tor oil m Delawaie 
county. 
It is frc< jueiitl \ the ease that oil 
follows gas, and the prediction 
is 
often made that oil could be located 
in llush county it the cllotr 
vcic 
persistent enough. 
According to a survey 
compiled 
by the geology division of the state 
conservation 
department 
develop­ 
ments in Indiana oil industry d u r­ 
ing the first >ix months oi 192«, sur­ 
passed the activities tor at 
least 
the last lew years. Likewise 
there 
was an unusual increase in petrol­ 
eum production tor tin* entile I nited 
States. 
During the first six 
months 
ot 
1027 reads the report, Indiana com­ 
pleted 127 wells with an initial pro­ 
d u c t io n ot 
1 ,704 barrels, as 
com­ 
pared with 6 i wells with an 
initial 
production of 8.G0 barrels for 1926. 
Of wells drilled in the first 
six 
months of 1927, 57 were oil, 15 were 
gas, and 55 were dry. The 
state 
produced 4 0 0 , 0 0 0 barrels of oil d u r­ 
ing the first six months of 1927 as 
compared with 285,000 barrels 
for 
the same period during 1926. 
1 his 
was an average daily production of 
2 265 'barrels. It is estimated 
there 
are 2,650 producing oil wells in In- 1 
diana today, although some of them 
are not being pumped regularly.

geologist 
and explorer, was sufficiently

covered today from the effects 
of 
six day’s imprisonment in Nick-a- 
Jack cave to give details of his ex­ 
perience. He announced he had dis­ 
covered an unexplored cavern which 
he said is larger 
than 
Mammoth 
Cave of Kentucky. 
The explorer owed his life to a 
trench shovel with which he dug his 
way out yesterday at Cancer ivnob 
Gulch, about nine miles south 
ot 
where he entered the cave a 
week 
ago today he said, food which 
he 
had hidden in the cave for such

contingency and water from under­ 
ground streams sustained his lile. 
Nick-a-Jack Cave was not 
new,
